of  the  Scunthorpe  and  Frodingham  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady,  and  Gentlemen, 

1  be|4'  to  present  the  following'  report  upon  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  1933. 

A  fall  is  recordeel  in  the  birth  rate  to  the  figure  ol  15.9  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  The  general  death  rate  continued  at  the 
comparatively  low  rate  of  10.4,  anel  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
was  59.6.  The  vital  statistics  compare  favourably  with  those  for 
England  and  Wales. 

An  Inquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  the  subject 
matter  of  the  Council’s  application  to  the  Privy  Council  tor  a 
Charter  of  Incorporation  to  be  granted  to  this  Urban  District. 

A  further  increase  in  the  number  of  new  houses  provided  by 
\our  Council  and  by  private  enterprise  is  recorded.  At  the  same 
time  the  JTiblic  Health  Department  has  continued  the  work  of 
improving  the  existing  housing  and  general  sanitation  of  the  Area. 
In  this  connection  the  Council  decided  to  accelerate  the  rate  of 
conversion  of  existing'  Pail  Closets  and  this  work  is  now  proceed¬ 
ing  at  a  satisfactory  rate, 

I  wish  to  tender  mv  thanks  to  Mr.  Farrar,  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  to  Mr.  Gallagher,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
Cleansing  Superintendent,  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  in  the  compilation  of  this 
report. 

The  support  which  vou  have  g'iven  to  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  the  year  has  been  fully  appreciated.

The  Reg'istrar-Generars  mid-year  1933  estimate  of  population 
has  been  used  in  the  calculation  of  Rates  for  this  Report. 

Social  Conditions. 

No  material  alteration  has  taken  place  since  these  were 
reported  upon  in  the  Survey  Report  for  1925.  41ie  chief 
occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are  those  appertaining  to  iron¬ 
stone  miningy  the  iron  and  steel  industries,  basic  slag,  and  tar 
macadam  production.  With  regard  to  the  state  of  trade  in  this 
district  the  figures  supplied  by  the  Manager  of  the  Scunthorpe 
Employment  Exchange  area  show  that  the  number  of  persons  on 
the  live  Register  at  the  end  of  January,.  1933,  was  3,775.  At  the 
end  of  December  the  figure  was  1,130.  The  reduction  in  the 
number  of  unemployed  was  due  to  a  revival  in  trade  of  the  iron 
and  steel  industries,  which  set  in  about  the  middle  of  1933,  the 
improvement  being  most  marked  in  the  last  three  months. 

The  Relieving  Officer  states  that  1,100  persons  resident  in 
the  Urban  District  received  Relief  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1933.  The  total  cost  of  Relief  for  the  year  in  question 
was  £6,068,  against  £5,559  for  the  corresponding  period  in  the 
previous  year.

I'he  number  registered  during  1933  was  533,  against  591  in 
1932.  'I'he  births  during  the  four  quartei's  of  the  year  were  115, 
131,  160,  and  144. 

'I'he  birth  rate  (i-C.,  number  of  biirths  per  1,000  of  the 
population)  was  15.9  for  1933,  against  17.3  in  1932  'I'he  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1933  was  14.4. 

21  Illegitimate  births  were  registered  in  1933,  against  30  in 
1932.  I'he  ^^'ard  distribution  is  given  in  Table  3. 

22  Stillbirths  were  registered  during  the  year  as  eompared 
with  26  in  1932.  'I'he  number  of  stillbirths  per  1,000  population 
is  0.63,  against  0.62  for  the  whole  country.

0.36  in  1931. 

'Fhe  I^ulmonary  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  was  0.69  and  the 
Xon-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  was  0.17  per  1,000 
population. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

A  total  of  33  infants  under  one  year  of  ag'e  died  during-  1933, 
against  43  in  1932  and  51  in  1931.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
(i.e.  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  per  1,000  live  births)  was 
59.0,  against  73.0  in  1932  and  83.0  in  1931. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

No  death  occurred  during  the  year. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority  or 
by  the  County  Council. 

A.  (1)  Fever. 

The  hospitals  available  are  situated  at  w^cunthorpe, 
Osgodby  and  Scartho.  The  last  two  are  provided  b^  other 
Authorities,  and  both  are  about  thirty  miles  away. 

The  Brumby  Fever  Hospital,  erected  by  the  Lindsey 
County  Council  (who  Avere  constituted  in  1921  as  the 
Authority  for  the  hospital  treatment  of  Infectious  Disease  in 
your  area),  was  opened  in  1930. 

(2)  Smallpox. 

Application  was  made  during  1931  for  Lhe  formation  of 
a  United  District  for  controlling  the  Smallpox  Hospital  at 
Caistor.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  by  an  Order  dated 
April  Lst,  1932,  granted  a  Provisional  Order  for  this  purpose, 
which  is  cited  as  the  “Lindsey  and  Lincoln  Joint  Smallpox 
Hospital  Order,  1932.”  Under  this  Order  the  number  of 
partners  is  increased  to  26. 

Your  Council’s  share  of  establishment  charges  under  the 
Joint  Scheme  amounted  to  £117  15s.  2d.  for  the  year  ended 
31-3-1934,  against  £202  14s.  lOd.  for  the  previous  year. 

B.  (1)  Tuberculosis. 

The  Hospitals  available  for  this  area  are  referred  to  in 
the  section  of  the  Report  dealing  with  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary. 

Four  beds  are  available  at  the  Brigg  Poor  Law 
Institution. 

(2)  Maternity.  Scunthorpe  Maternity  Home. 

The  Alaternity  Home  is  provided  and  maintained  by  the 
Lindsey  County  Council.  The  Administrative  Medical 
Superintendent  is  the  Lady  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer, 
who  is  resident  in  Scunthorpe. 

'Fhe  following  report  on  the  w^orking  of  the  Home  has 
been  made  for  the  year  1933. 


Scunthorpe  IVIaternity  Home — 1933. 

The  number  ol  admissions  during'  the  year  ihj3  was 
a'^  against  in  1932.  This  slight  i'all  is  accounted  tor  by  the 
iact  that  admissions  had  to  be  restricted  owing  to  the  Home 
having  been  overcrowded  at  times  during  1932.  Till  such  time 
as  the  Lindsey  County  Council  can  provide  more  Maternity  Home 
accommodation,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  other 
Hospitals  to  admit  cases  of  abortion  and  miscarriage  and 
potentially  septic  cases.  It  is  proposed  to  build  a  30-bedded 
Maternity  Home  in  Scunthorpe  in  the  near  future. 

Of  the  259  admissions,  there  w'ere  223  confinements,  17  cases 
requiring  operation,  five  requiring  nursing  only,  the  remaining 
14:  cases  being  observation  cases.  The  patients  comprising  the 
latter  group  were  discharged  within  21:-3'G  hours  of  admission,  and 
were  later  re-admitted  at  the  onset  of  labour.  A  larger  proportion 
ol  normal  cases  was  dealt  with  than  in  previous  years. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  per  patient  was  13.82  days. 

Medical  assistance  was  sought  by  the  Nursing  Staff  on  35 
occasions,  and  the  services  of  a  Consultant  Surgeon  were  required 
for  IG  patients. 

Five  cases  of  pueiperal  fever  occurred  in  the  Home,  and  of 
these  four  folloAved  complicated  labours,  and  one  a  normal  delivery. 
One  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  due  to  influenza  was  also  notified, 
x'yppropriate  institutional  treatment  was  provided  in  these  cases  as 
required. 

There  was  one  maternal  death,  a  complicated  case  of  central 
placenta  praevia  requiring  Caesarean  Section.  This  case  was 
notified  as  a  puerperal  sepsis  and  the  death  was  certified  as  being 
due  to  cardiac  failure  and  ileus  paralyticus. 

flliere  were  no  cases  of  pemphigus  neonatorum  or  ophthalmia 
neonatorum. 

The  total  number  of  antenatal  attendances  made  was  917. 

A  statement  of  Costs  for  the  financial  vear  ended  31st  Alarch, 
1933,  showed  that  the  nett  cost  per  week  was  £3.  8s.  7. 2d. 

Other  Institutional  Provision. 

Orthopaeciic  Cases  are  sent  when  necessary  by  the 
Orthopcedic  Surgeon  of  the  Lindsey  County  Council  to  Lincoln 
Hospital,  etc. 

Scunthorpe  and  District  War  Memorial  Hospital.  This 
institution  is  a  General  Hospital  managed  by  a.  voluntary 
Committee. 

During  1933,  1,441  In-patients  were  admitted  and  treated,  in 
addition  to  58  remaining  in  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Of  the 
1,441  cases,  G50  were  Males,  5G3  Females  and  228  children. 
235  of  these  were  accidents,  1,03G  surgical,  and  170  medical  cases. 
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I'hroLig'hout  the  ycaig  the  average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily 
was  77.8  out  of  a  total  of  86  beds  available,  including  eight  private 
beds. 

The  average  length  of  stay  in  Hospital  per  each  In-patient 
during  1933  was  19.85  days. 

The  work  in  the  Out-patient  Departments  showed  a  marked 
increase  over  the  previous  year,  5,963  new  patients  attended  the 
hiospitalj  involving  25,954-  examinations  and  treatments,  against 
5,010  and  24,365  respectively  in  1932. 

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT.  The  year  was  marked 
by  the  visit  of  H.R.H.  Prince  George,  to  perform  the  Opening 
Ceremony  of  the  new  Nurses  Home.  The  erection  of  the  Nurses 
Home  marks  another  step  towards  the  completion  of  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Hospital.  The  Institution  is  now  recognised  as  a 
complete  Training  School  for  Nurses  by  the  General  Nursing 
Council  of  England  and  Wales. 

MAINTENANCE.  The  Hospital  is  maintained  by  contri¬ 
butions  from  Private  Subscribers,  by  contributions  received  Irom 
the  employees  of  the  local  works  and  trading  concerns,  and  from 
various  miscellaneous  sources.  In  this  connection  a  Private 
Patients’  Insurance  Scheme  which  has  been  inaugurated  is  note¬ 
worthy.  Eor  a  payment  of  two  guineas  annually,  this  scheme 
provides  free  Private  Ward  treatment,  including  Surgeon's  and 
Physician’s  fees  for  the  member,  his  wife  and  dependents, 
provided  the  member  is  within  certain  defined  income  limits  and 
complies  with  the  general  conditions  of  the  Scheme. 

Under  the  agreement  with  the  Consultant  Staff  admission  1o 
the  Public  Wards  of  the  hospital  is  limited  to  persons  Avhose 
income  does  not  exceed  £300  per  annum,  if  single,  —  £400  per 
annum  if  married,  or  those  who  are  eligible  for  medical  benefit 
under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Scheme.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  working  of  the  scheme  wall  prove  of  marked 
advantage  to  those  whose  incomes  are  within  the  prescribed 
limits,  and  the  increasing  applications  for  membership  are  evidence 
of  its  popularity. 

Idiose  persons  whose  incomes  are  above  the  limits  permitting 
membership  to  the  Private  Patients’  Insurance  .Scheme  can  for 
the  same  Annual  Premium  insure  for  themselves,  their  wives  and 
dependents,  free  Private  Ward  Maintenance,  excluding  Surgeons’ 
and  Physicians’  fees. 

44ie  Hospital  is  thus  able  to  offer  facilities  of  service  to  every 
class  of  the  community.

Brigg  Poor  Law  Institution.  The  Relieving  Officer  states 
tliat  there  are  200  beds  at  this  Institution,  of  which  94  are 
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Hospital  beds  (Men  40^  Women  40,  Children  l4).  'bhere  are 
also  3*  beds  for  Maternity  cases,  and  2  beds  for  urgent  accident 
cases. 

Institutional  Provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
ini  ants  and  homeless  children — nil.  When  necessary,  cases  are 
admitted  to  the  Briggs  Intirmary.  Expectant  unmarried  women 
are  admitted  to  the  Scunthorpe  Maternity  Home. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. 

Removal  is  carried  out  by  the  Brumby  Isolation  Hospital 
Ambulance  or  by  the  Authorities  of  the  Hospital  to  which  patients 
are  sent. 

(b)  For  Non- Infectious  and  Accident  Cases. 

4  he  St.  John  Ambulance  is  generally  utilized.  Most  ol  the 
Works  have  private  ambulances  for  their  accident  cases.

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Six  Health  Visitors  employed  by  the  CVunty  Council  are 
stationed  at  Scunthorpe  and  carry  out  the  Tuberculosis,  School 
Medical  and  Child  welfare  visiting  in  Scunthorpe  and  the 
surrounding'  rural  districts  and  assist  at  the  various  Clinics. 

Two  County  Nurses  carrying  out  orthopaedic  and  dental  work 
are  stationed  in  Scunthorpe. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Nurse  is  also  resident  in  Scunthorpe 
and  assists  at  the  Female  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Cenerai. 

I'he  General  Nursing  is  carried  out  by  three  voluntary 
Nursing  Associations.  The  following  information  has  been 
supplied  by  the  Secretaries  of  these  Associations. 

ddie  Scunthorpe  and  Crosby  Nursing  Association  employs  a 
Superintendent  and  four  District  Nurses.  During  the  year 
734  cases  were  attended  and  a  total  number  of  15,206  visits  were 
paid. 

4'he  Brumby  and  Frodingham  Nursing  Association  employs 
two  District  Nurses.  During  1933,  6,505  visits  were  paid  to 
241  cases. 

The  Ashby  Nursing  Association  employs  two  District  Nurses. 
During  1933,  210  cases  were  attended  and  4,398  visits  were  made. 

Irtfectious  Diseases. 

4"he  County  and  District  Councils  combine  to  provide  an 
Infectious  Diseases  Nurse  who  carries  out  the  supervision  and 
any  necessary  home  nursing  of  fever  cases  for  the  District  Council 
and  that  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  I^yrexia  and  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  for  the  County  Council. 

Midwives. 

The  total  number  of  practising  Midwives  in  the  District  is 
20^  of  whom  eleven  are  attached  to  the  Nursing  Associations,  and 
live  to  the  Maternity  Home.  The  remaining  four  are  in  private 
practice.  All  hold  the  certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Antenatal  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  in  the  charge 
of  the  County  Council. 

Antenatal  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Maternity  Home  and  at  the 
new  Clinic  premises.  The  number  of  attendances  made  a  total 
of  1,135. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  now  held  at  the  new  Clinic 
premises  and  at  Ashby  Wesleyan  Hall.  The  total  number  of 
attendances  at  these  Clinics  was  11,692,  viz.,  mothers  5,492, 
and  children  6,200. 

BRUMBY  ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  Medical  Superintendent 
of  this  Institution.  The  following  Report  has  been  made  to  the 
Aledical  Officer  of  Health,  Lindsey  County  Council,  for  the  year 
1933. 

This  Institution  consists  of  three  Ward  Blocks,  an 
Administrative  Block  and  Nurses’  Residence,  Porter’s  Lodge, 
Reception  Room  for  visitors  of  patients,  premises  for  disinfection 
and  laundry  work,  and  Mortuary.  The  accommodation  for 
patients  is  as  follows  : —

70  patients  were  admitted  during  1933.  10  cases  were 

treated  with  vStreptococcus  (Scarlatina)  Serum.  Throughout  the 
year  the  disease  continued  to  be  of  a.  mild  type.  No  complications 
o(  curred  in  the  serum  treated  group.  The  following  complications 
occurred  in  the  non-serum  treated  group  ; — 
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Adenitis  4,  Rliinitis  2,  Otitis  Media  1,  Broncho-Pneumonia  1, 
Nephritis  3. 

The  cases  treated  with  serum  were  admitted  to  hospital  in 
ail  early  stage  of  the  disease,  and  had  a  relatively  severe  attack 
of  fever  and  rash.  In  the  remainder  the  symiptoms  and  rash 
were  less  marked  ;  a  number  of  these  cases  were  admitted  in  the 
stage  of  desquamation.  The  majority  of  complications  were 
noted  as  occurring  in  the  group  which  was  admitted  in  the  later 
stages  of  the  disease. 

These  results  emphasise  the  importance  of  adequate  treatment 
of  Scarlet  Fever  from  the  onset  of  the  disease.  Early  treatment 
of  Scarlet  Fever  and  the  exhibition  of  serum,  as  shewn  by  the 
results  obtained  during  the  past  4  years,  are  of  value  in  lessening 
the  severitv  of  the  attack  and  in  diminishing  the  number  of 
complications  which  may  be  expected  to  occur. 

Cubicle  Ward. 

30  notified  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  admitted,  all  of  which 
received  serum  treatment  as  outlined  in  my  Annual  Report  for 
1930.  One  case  proved  Negative  and  died  from  Cryptogenic 
Septicaemia. 

There  were  three  deaths,  one  being  of  an  elderly  adult  who 
contracted  hypostatic  pneumonia  from  which  he  succumbed. 
The  other  two  patients  were  admitted  in  a  stage  of  the  disease 
too  late  to  render  the  administration  of  antitoxin  effective;  the 
hrst  died  of  Hmmorrhagic  Diphtheria  and  the  second  of  Late 
Paralysis.  The  remainder  of  the  cases  were  discharged  cured  : 
th.ere  were  no  complications. 

Other  Diseases.  The  following  cases  received  treatment  in 
the  Cubicle  Ward  during  the  year: — Erysipelas  5,  Cerebro-spinal 
Meningitis  4.  One  case  of  Enteric  Fever  admitted  in  1932  was 
discharged  Cured.  Two  cases  of  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  died, 
one  a  few  hours  after  admission  to  Hospital ;  the  other  was 
notified  as  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  and  subsequently 
developed  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  in  a  severe  form.  There 
was  one  death  from  Erysipelas.  The  remainder  of  the  cases 
admitted  were  discharged  cured. 

Adequate  doses  of  Anti-Meningicoccal  Serum  were 
administered  intrathecally  and  intra-muscularly  in  all  cases  of 
Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis.  No  complications  occurred. 
Streptococcus  Antitoxin  (Erysipelas)  was  administered  to  all 
cases  of  Erysipelas. 

Tuberculosis  Ward. 

32  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  admitted.  8  cases 
died  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the  disease.  26  patients  were 
discharged  during  the  year.  Many  of  these  patients  have  shown 
improvement  in  their  symptoms  and  general  physical  condition. 
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Some  have  responded  well  to  treatment,  having-  obtained  marked 
benefit.  Periodical  Dental  Treatment  has  been  provided  for 
several  patients. 

Duriirg-  the  year  no  deaths  occurred  from  haemorrhag-e. 


SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICES.

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 


'bhe  general  hygienic  conditions  of  the  schools  in  Scunthorpe 
continue  to  be  satisfactory.  In  each  instance^  town’s  water  is 
laid  on  an<l  is  adequate  in  quantity  and  otherwise  satisfactory. 

At  the  majoritv  of  schools  the  hygienic  conditions  were 
unexceptionable.  At  several  schools  various  minor  defects  were 
enquired  into  and  either  improved  or  remedied. 

A  defect  of  the  heating  apparatus  at  Ashby  Boys’  School 
was  investigated  and  a  remiedy  suggested. 

During  1933  electric  light  and  facilities  for  heating  -water 
were  made  available  at  Santon  School.  The  re-surfacing  of  the 
playground  and  new  out-offices  have  not  yet  been  provided  at 
this  school.  The  installation  of  a  teachers’  room  at  the  Church 
of  England  Infants’  School,  -which  could  be  used  for  Medical 
Iiispections,  would  be  advantageous.  In  the  Boys’  Department 
the  defective  surface  of  the  playground  still  remains  and  requires 
attention. 

During  the  year  additional  schools  have  adopted  the  system 
or  allotting  a  peg  in  the  cloakroom  to  each  scholar  as  outlined 
in  the  Annual  Report  for  1931. 

The  number  of  elementary  school  children  inspected  during 
the  year,  including  those  done  at  Henderson  Avenue  School,  is

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Infectious  Diseases. 

The  following'  were  the  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases 
received  from  Doctors  relating  to  the  age  period  5/15  years, 
i.e.  roughly  the  age  of  school  attendance:  Diphtheria  4,  Scarlet 
Fever  34^  Puimonarv  Tuberculosis  9,  Other  Tuberculosis  8, 
Chickenpox  7,  Measles  — ^  Pneumonia  13,  Erysipelas  1,  Cerebro¬ 
spinal  Fever  1.  In  addition ^  16  cases  of  Measles,  219  Chicken- 
pox,  85  Whooping  Cough,  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Health  Department  by  parents  and  teachers.  Many  of  these 
cases  were  in  either  school  or  pre-school  children.

^cork.  In  cases  of  infectious  diseases  which  have  rot  been 
notified  and  enquired  into  by  the  Health  Department,  school 
intimations  are  promptly  investigated  with  a  view  to  taking 
appropriate  action.

Co-operation  of  Voluntary  Bodies. 

A.  Care  Committee.  'The  Occupation  Centre  pi'ovided  by 
the  Children’s  Care  Committee  has  continued  its  good  work 
during  1933.  Full  financial  responsibility  is  now  taken  for  this 
\\(;rk  by  the  Lindsev  Countv  Council. 

IG  children  remained  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1932, 
decreasing  to  14  at  the  end  of  1933.  4,509  attendances  were 

ir.ade  nut  of  a  possible  G,2G8,  or  71%  compared  with  64%  in 
1932. 

B.  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children.  This  Society  continues  to  co-operate  fully  with  the 
Public  Health  Department  in  any  enquiries  affecting  the  interests 
(O'  school  children. 

Employment  of  Children  and  Young  Persons. 

IG  examinations  for  employment  certificates  under  the 
Children’s  .\ct,  1933^  were  carried  out,  15  certificates  being- 
granted. 

School  Baths. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Baths  Ccmimittee,  the  Local  School 
Managers  and  the  Lindsey  County  Council,  the  scholars  attending 
the  Grammar,  Modern,  and  Elementary  Schools  were  allowed  the 
use  of  the  swimming  baths.  The  charge  made  to  the  County 
C'ouncil  was  £50. 

'fhe  children  attended  for  G  sessions  per  dav  of  three-quarters 
o(  an  hour’s  duration,  the  actual  time  of  bathing  being  restricted 
to  20  minutes.  7,301  children  attended  during  the  season. 

Scunthorpe  School  Clinic. 

The  Minor  .\ilment  Clinic'  continued  to  be  well  attended 
during  the  year.  431  bovs  and  378  girls  (total  809)  w'ere  treated 
or  parents  advised.  4'he  total  number  of  attendances  was  G,917. 
There  were  235  sessions.  The  average  number  of  attendances 
per  session  was  29.43,  while  the  average  attendanc'e  per  chikl 
was  8.55. 

Of  the  cases  treated  there  were  4  Ringworm  of  Scalp, 
8  Ringworm  of  Body.  Scabies  20,  Impetigo  209.  Other  skin 
diseases  39.  There  were  23  cases  of  Minor  Eye  Defects,  includ¬ 
ing  11  cases  of  Blepharitis,  GO  Minor  Ear  Defects  and  G4  of 
Otorrhoea. 

There  were  333  ('ases  of  Miscellaneous  Ailments,  34  Nose  and 
Throat  Defects,  and  4  children  were  found  to  be  normal. 
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As  stated  in  the  Annual  Report  lor  1931^  tlie  improvemrnl 
secured  in  the  treatment  ot  Otorrhoea  b\  insufflation  with  Roracu 
Acid  Rowder  has  been  maintained,  d'he  average  number  ol  days 
tieatment  for  this  condition  was  17.85  extending  over  am  average 
period  of  7.90  weeks.  Wherever  possible,  daily  treatiuent  has 
been  carried  out  at  the  Minor  Ailment  Clinic  in  cases  of  Otorrhoea. 

As  noted  in  my  Annual  Report  for  193*^,  the  exhibition  ol 
\'itamin  A.  and  D.  in  conjunction  with  routine  methods  ol  treat¬ 
ment  in  cases  ol  Otorrhoea  and  Septic  Lesions  ol  the  skin  has 
proved  of  g'reat  value.  Many  cases  of  Otitis  Media,  Rhinitis, 
and  Sinus  infection  of  recent  origin  have  responded  quickly  to 
this  form  of  therapy.  Cases  which  did  not  respond  were  either 
ol  long  standing  with  associated  pathological  changes  in  the 
affected  parts,  or  had  some  mechanical  obstruction  of  d'onsils  and 
Adenoids.  Valuable  results  with  Vitamin  treatment  were  obtained 
in  debilitated  children  suffering  from  extensive  lesions  of  the  body 
or  scalp. 


TUBERCULOSIS, 

Report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  Assistant 
d  uberculosis  Officer  for  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 

Ill  new  cases  were  examined  during  1933,  against  130  in 
1932.  Of  the  111  cases,  62  were  diagnosed  as  definitely  tuber¬ 
culous.  In  addition  5  contacts  w^ere  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  and  97  contacts  w^ere  non-tuberculous.  A  total  of 
17  patients  were  discharg'ed  as  recovered. 

The  total  number  of  patients  with  Diagnosis  completed  on 
ih('  Dispenser}'  Register  on  December  31st,  1933,  was  351. 
26  patients  died  during  the  year  under  review,  against  28  in  1932. 

Consultations  with  Medical  Practitioners  were  230,  of  which 
8.”  were  at  th-  houses  of  patients.  In  addition,  124  other  home 
^'isits  wer('  paid  bv  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

During'  the  year  126  sputum  examinations  were  carried  out 
at  the  County  CouiK'il  and  Urban  District  ’Cduncirs  Laboratories. 

18  X-Ra^’  examinations  were  performed  at  the  Lincoln 
(  (Hinty  Hospital.  A  number  of  patients  were  sent  for  treatment 
to  various  institutions  as  follows  : — Brumbv  27,  Cainsboi  ough  8, 
laaith  3,  Branst(an  15,  Ipswuch  2,  Crimsbv  1,  Cringlcy  3, 
Afargate  2,  Lincoln  County  Hospital  5,  Harlow  W'ood  5. 

Of  these  cases,  54  w^ere  Pulmonarv,  and  17  Non-Pulmonarv 
T  uberculosis. 

During  the  vear  the  Scunthorpe  and  District  Tubeiaailosis 
Care  Committee  continued  to  render  valuable  help  as  outlined  in 
mv  Annual  Report  for  1932. 

The  number  of  school  children  wdio  attended  the  Scunthorpe 
Dispensary  during  1933  w'as  126,  of  which  64  were  diagnosed 
as  Tuberculous.

Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

'I'liis  Clinic  is  held  by  Mr.  Bilcliffe  once  a  month.  Cases  of 
tuberculosis  of  the  bones  and  joints  arc  referred  when  require<l 
to  this  Clinic  for  advice  or  treatment.  Facilities  exist  for  the 
application  of  plaster  of  paris  splints  and  other  special  medical 
apparatus  and  for  remedial  exercises  at  the  \\'eekly  Clinics  hekl 
under  the  charge  of  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse.

hospital  Accommodation. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  arrangements  already  in 
existence  for  the  treatment  in  Hospitals  or  Sanatoria  of  cases 
of  Tuberculosis.  During  1933,  54  patients  received  institutional 
treatment  for  Pulmonary  and  17  for  Non-Pulmonarv  4'uberculosis. 

Home  Nursing. 

'Fhe  District  Nurses  have  voluntarily  assisted  in  the  nursing 
in  their  own  homes  of  patients  suffering  from  advanced  Tuber¬ 
culosis. 

The  number  of  children  affected  with  Tuberculosis  attending 
the  Dispensary  during  1933  was  64 — the  total  number  of  school 
children  who  attended  was  126.

SCUNTHORPE  ULTRA-VIOLET  RAY  CLINIC— 1933. 

The  type  of  lamp  used  and  the  courses  of  treatment  are  as 
des('ribed  in  the  1932  annual  report.  Cases  were  again  referred 
for  U.A’.R.  treatment  by  the  Doctors  in  charge  of  the  Infant 
MTlfare  and  School  Clinics  and  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 

The  51  patients  who  attended  this  Clinic  received  a  total  of 
954  exposures.  Of  the  51  patients,  18  were  children  under  5 
years,  28  were  school  children  and  5  adults.  16  patients  com¬ 
pleted  treatment  during  the  vear  1933,  and  5  remain  under  treat¬ 
ment.

Report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  V.D.  Medical 
(Officer  for  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 

During-  a  total  of  50  new  cases  attended  the  Male  Clinic. 
()l  these  3  were  cases  of  Syphilis,  2G  of  Gonorrhoea,  and  21 
Xon- Venereal  cases,  as  compared  with  11,  29  and  21  respectively 
in  1932. 

Of  the  3  new  cases  of  Syphilis,  3  were  in  the  tertiar\'  stage. 
23  ol  the  new  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  were  in  their  first  ^car  of 
infection,  1  in  a  later  stage,  and  2  were  transferred  from  other 
(dinics. 

The  total  number  of  male  cases  dealt  with  at  the  c'entre  during' 
1933  was  9  Syphilis  and  43  Gonorrhoea,  against  24  Syphilis  and 
44  Gonorrhoea  in  1932. 

Of  the  9  cases  of  Syphilis,  3  ceased  to  attend  before  com¬ 
pletion  ol  treatment,  all  of  these  being  tertiary  cases.  Two  cases 
were  transferred  to  other  centres  and  1  case  was  discharged 
alter  completion  of  treatment  and  final  tests  of  cure. 

5  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  ceased  attending  in  the  first  year  of 
inlection.  1  case  ceased  attending  after  completion  of  treatment 
but  before  final  tests  of  cure. 

4  cases  were  transferred  to  other  centres  or  to  institutions, 
and  12  were  discharged  cured. 

d'he  number  of  Male  Attendances,  including  Non-Venereal 
C  ases,  at  Medical  Officer’s  Sessions  total  993.  4'he  number  of 
attendances  for  intermediate  treatment,  e.g.,  irrigations, 
dressings,  etc.,  evas  2,120,  giving'  a  total  of  3,113  male 
attendances.  4'urning  to  the  work  of  the  Female  Clinic  the 
number  of  cases  remaining  under  treatment  at  the  beginning  of 
1933  was  58  (13  Svphilis  and  45  Gonorrhoea).  A  total  of  78 
new  cases  was  seen  during  1933,  viz.,  8  Syphilis,  32  Gonorrhoea 
and  38  Non-Venereal,  against  9,  47  and  31  in  1932.  2  cases  of 

Syphilis  and  17  of  Gonorrhoea  defaulted  in  1933. 

4'he  total  attendances  of  all  cases  was  2,629,  viz.,  1,931  at 
Medical  Officer’s  wSessions,  and  698  for  intermediate  treatment. 

The  following  Pathological  Specimens  were  sent  for 
examination  at  the  Grimsby  Corporation  Laboratory:  — 46  for 
^Vasserman  Reaction,  369  for  Gonorrhoea  and  28  for  Complement 
Fixation  4'ests.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water. 

The  Water  Supply  ol  the  Urban  District  is  Irom  undergruund 
sources  and  is  derived  Irom  the  Council’s  Water  Undertakings 
ar  Risby  Warren  and  Appleby,  and  in  addition^  there  is  a  bulk 
supply  taken  from  The  North  Lincolnshire  Iron  ('ompany. 

The  supply  is  constant,  of  g'ood  quality  and  satisfactory 
piessure^  and  has  proved  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  Urban 
District. 

ddie  following  new  water  mains  were  laid  in  ld3d  ; — • 
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3,628  lineal  yards. 

All  the  new  houses  built  in  the  Urban  District  during  1933 
have  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  water  supply ^  and  in 
addition  45  other  houses  not  previously  supplied  have  been 
connected  to  the  hown’s  supply. 

The  total  cjuantitv  of  water  consumed  in  the  Urban  District 
for  drimestic  purposes  during-  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1933, 
was  239,694,850  g-allons,  equal  to  18.6  g'allons  per  head  per  day, 
taking-  the  population  supplied  at  35,275,  and  3^9,850,000  gallons 
have  been  used  for  industrial  purposes,  equal  to  3.1  gallons  per 
liead  per  day. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  had  discussions  with  the 
C'ountv  Council  and  the  adjoining-  or  neighbouring  Rural  and 
Ihban  Distri(q  Councils  with  regard  to  the  adoption  of  a  Regional 
\\'  ater  .Scdieme.  A  Bill  has  been  promoted  in  the  1933-34  Session 
of  Parliament  for  the  establishment  of  a  Joint  Board. 
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Public  Baths. 

Provision  exists  tor  one  large  swimming  pool  75ft.  x  30ft.  ; 
a  medium  sized  juvenile  bath  GOft.  x  :^llt.  ;  eight  gentlemen’s 
slipper  baths,  eight  ladies’  slipper  baths,  filtration  and  purlfieation 
plant,  laundry  and  Baths  Superintendent’s  house.  A  removable 
floor  is  provided  so  that  the  large  bath  hall  can  be  used  ns  a 
public  hall  throughout  the  winter  months.  All  the  premises  are 
enclosed,  of  convenient  lay-out  and  of  modern  up-to-date  design. 

Since  the  inception,  the  swimming  baths  have  proved  to  be 
very  popular.

Bottesford  Beck  is  the  only  stream  of  importance  within 
the  area.  It  drains  water  from  the  Ironstone  mines,  receives 
sewage  effluents  from  the  sewage  works  and  effluents  from  the 
^•arious  iron  and  steel  works. 

4'he  cleansing  of  the  beck  has  up  to  the  present  been  carried 
out  mainly  by  or  at  the  expense  of  the  Council  and  the  Iron¬ 
masters,  and  to  a  small  extent  by  riparian  owners. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

rile  Scunthorpe,  Brumby  and  Ashby  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
have  all  been  well  maintained  and  have  dealt  satisfactorilv  with 
the  sewage  from  the  drainage  areas. 

4'he  sev'agc  pumping  stations  at  Burringham  Road,  Ashby, 
Dom'aster  Road,  Scunthorpe,  and  the  Ejector  Station  at  Erod- 
ingham,  have  been  in  regular  operation  during  the  yeaiy  and  hnve 
given  satisfactory  service. 

During  19.33,  2,000  lineal  yards  of  new  sewers  were  laid  in 
various  parts  of  the  Urban  District,  and  in  adrlition  a  regular 
system  of  cleansing  long  lengths  of  sewers  has  been  carried  out. 
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The  extensions  to  the  se^^■ers  laid  down  in  lh3‘3  are  as

!V?inistry  of  Health  Inquiries. 

On  the  nth  April,  1933,  the  Ministry  o!  Health  held  an 
Inquiry  into  the  subject  matter  of  the  Council’s  application  tor  a 
Charter  of  Incorporation,  and  the  matter  is  still  under  considera¬ 
tion  bv  the  Privv  Council. 


Conversion  of  Pail  Closets. 

During-  the  year  182  pail  closets  have  been  converted  to 
water  carriag-e.  This  represents  an  increase  of  19  on  those 
carried  out  last  year.  Owing-  to  the  state  of  trade  in  the  district 
having-  improved,  the  number  of  applications  is  greater.  It  is 
expected  that  next  year  will  see  the  majority  of  the  cxisting 
privies  (where  sewers  and  water  supplv  are  available)  converted, 
d  he  problem  of  how  to  compel  unwilling  or  stubborn  owne  rs  to 
convert  is  still  with  us.  It  mav  be  that  even  these  will  eventually 
realise  th.at  thev  have  a  public  duty  to  perform  in  this  matter. 
It  is  expected  that  when  all  voluntarv  effort  is  exhauste<l  the 
Council  will  take  steps  to  ordej-  the  conversion  o*  the  remaining 
privies.

ANNUAL  REPORT,  1933-1934. 

Coliection  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

Refuse  has  been  collected  from  8,204  house  and  trade 
premises  in  the  area. 

Idle  work  of  collection  has  expanded  considerably  during  the 
}ear.  d'he  growth  of  new  housing  estates  in  the  area,  with 
maximum  building  densities  of  12  to  the  acre  has  added 
appreciably  to  the  length  of  carry  of  a  full  dustbin.  4'he  average 
length  of  haul  to  the  point  of  disposal  has  also  been  extended 
by  having  to  take  nearlv  one  third  of  the  refuse  collected  to  the 
\  addlethorpe  l  ip,  which  is  approximately  two  miles  beyond  tlie 
Ihban  beiundarv  and  about  four  and  a  hall  miles  from  the  centre 
ot  the  town. 

4'he  transport  employed  is,  two  S.D.  Freighters  and  two 
Model  A.  Fords  itli  interchangeable  bodies  for  Retuse  collcH'tion 
and  Nightsoil  ('ollection.  4'oward  the  en<l  of  the  financial  year 
the'  Council  purchased  out  of  Revenue  a  ncAV  two  ton  h'ordson 
with  special  reluse  collection  body.  4'his  is  to  replace  one  of  the 
•')<)  cwt.  h'ords  which  is  four  vears  old.  It  is  intended  to  keep 
this  latter  vehi('1e  f()r  use  in  carting'  soil  for  covering  the  tips  and 
for  haulage  of  materials  used  in  connection  with  the  conversion 
of  pail  closets  to  water  carriag'c. 

4  he  work  of  ('olUa  tion  is  ('arried  out  on  five  da^  s  eacli  week, 
Saturdav  bc-ing  reserved  for  vehicle  ('leaning  and  emergenev 
purposes.  4'he  men  receive  one  w'cek’s  holiday  with  pay  each 
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year  and  are  paid  time  and  a  half  for  ovcitime  during  Bank 
Holiday  weeks.  Specia,!  felt  eoats  are  provided  for  all  workmen 
for  use  in  wet  weather  and  the  colder  months  of  the  year. 

d'here  has  again  been  a  fall  in  the  trade  reiuse  receipts,  only 
£88  being  received  as  against  £97  in  the  preceding  year. 

During  the  year  forty-five  complaints  were  made  regarding 
reiuse  removal.  'khese  were  investigated  and  the  cause  ot 
complaint  removed. 

Disposal  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

During  the  year  8,3'9]  tons  of  Refuse  has  been  dealt  with. 
Oi  this,  8,249  tons  have  been  collected  by  the  Department. 
88  tons  have  been  sent  for  disposal  by  the  Markets  Committee 
and  64  tons  have  been  sent  by  other  people  who  paid  for  its 
disposal.  No  charge  was  made  for  the  disposal  of  the  Markets 
refuse. 

I'he  method  of  refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping.  A 
small  amount  of  light  trade  refuse,  however^  is  disposed  of  by 
bill'll ing  in  an  incinerator  built  by  the  Department.  There  has 
been  no  complaint  regarding  disposal  or  the  condition  of  the 
tips.  During'  the  year  the  Winterton  Road  lip  was  inspected 
by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  who  was  satisfied 
A\ith  the  method  of  disposal  and  the  general  condition  of  the  tip. 

During  the  year  about  an  acre  of  the  filleil  up  portion  of 
^\dnterton  Road  l  ip  was  put  into  use  by  the  Council  as  a  High- 
way  Depot  for  the  storage  of  road  material.  Another  large 
portion  has  been  in  use  for  some  years  by  the  Health  Department 
as  a  depot  for  tlie  Cleansing  Staff,  housing  of  4'ransport,  and 
.Stores. 

Ot  the  the  total  amount  of  Reiuse  disposed  of,  2,4.’3U  tons 
have  been  sent  to  the  Yaddlethorpe  l  ip,  240  tons  were  tipped  on 
th('  low  lying  allotments  in  Warren  Road  for  the  purpose  of 
lormiiig  a  nen'  road,  and  the  remainder  was  disposed  of  on  the 
Councirs  own  land  in  Winterton  Road.  The  average  depth  of 
the  land  below  road  level  of  the  Winterton  Road  and  A  addlethorpe 
t  ips  is  about  20  ft.  I'o  bring  this  up  to  Road  Level  requires 
about  Five  layers  of  Refuse. 

Nightsoil  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Idierc  existed  at  the  beg^-inning  of  f963,  1,147  pail  closets, 
w'hich  were  reduced  to  9.54  at  the  end  of  the  year.  4'he  contents 
o!  thesL'  are  collected  each  week  between  the  hours  of  10  p.m. 
and  6  a.m.  by  means  of  special  tanks  which  are  htted  to  Motor 
Lorries.  4'he  nightsoil  is  disposed  of  by  emptying  into  a 
properly  constructed  underground  tank,  connected  with  the 
Council’s  main  out  I  all  sewer  in  Dawes  Lane.  A  proper  and 
sulheient  supply  of  water  is  provided  for  flushing.  It  is  the

intention  of  the  Council  during'  the  year  1934  .o  convert  to  water 
carriage  the  w  hole  of  the  remaining  privies  ^\  hich  have  a  sufVicient 
sewer  aucl  waiter  supply  available. 

General. 

'The  vield  of  Refuse  per  1,(H)U  of  the  population  per  day 
shows  a  slight  increase,  being  13  cwts.,  against  12.4  last  year, 
hor  the  past  few  years  it  has  been  the  practice  to  weigh  the 
w'hole  of  the  refuse  one  w^eek  in  every  four.  Owing  to  such  a 
large  quantity  having  been  tipped  at  Yaddlethorpe  it  has  nqt 
been  practicable  te>  folleiev  out  this  practice  this  year.  Special 
attention,  however,  has  been  paid  te)  the  eveighing  of  the  test 
l('ads  on  which  the  total  weights  have  been  estimated,  anel  the 
increase  in  yield  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  attributed  to  less 
overcrowding  in  the  area  due  to  the  erection  of  427  new'  houses. 
'The  costs  generally  arc  higher  than  last  year  and  may  be 
accounted  for  by 

(a)  increase  in  wages  to  all  workmen, 

(b)  increase  in  the  average  length  of  haul, 

(c)  increase  in  the  average  length  of  carrv  ol  a  lull  bin.

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

A  classified  statement  of  the  number  of  premises  visited, 
the  defects  or  nuisances  discovered,  and  tlic  action  and  result  of 
action  taken  in  regard  to  these  will  be  found  in  Tables  17,  18 
and  19,  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

4'he  total  number  of  nuisances  abated  and  improvements 
(‘fleeted  during-  the  vear  is  2,940,  ag^ainst  3,3G3  in  1932;  while 
12,812  general  inspecti(3ns  w^ere  madiq  against  14,040  in  1932. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

As  the  principal  industries  in  the  district  are  the  manufacture 
(O'  iron  and  steel,  most  of  the  chimneys  of  manufactories  are 
outside  the  scope  of  action  by  the  Local  Authority.  It  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  note  that  nearlv  all  of  these  works  are  situated  upon 
the  eastern  boundarv  of  the  district,  that  there  are  very  few' 
houses  or  busiiiess  premises  near  them,  and  fhat  the  prevailing- 
winds  carrv  and  diffuse  the  smoke  w^ell  awav  from  the  residential 
and  business  parts  of  the  tcwvn. 

38  complaints  w’ere  received  on  accemnt  of  such  nuisances. 
Most  ol  these  wau'c  in  respect  of  small  businesses  and  were  made 
not  so  much  on  account  of  black  smoke  as  to  the  bad  diffusion  of 
smoke  due  to  low-  ('himneys  and  other  causes. 
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riiese  complaints  resulted  in  the  issuing  of  30  informal  and 
statutory  notices. 

27  observations  of  a  ha.lf-hour’s  duration  were  made  ot 
chimneys  in  the  town. 

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE 
CONTROLLED  BY  BYELAWS  OR  REGULATIONS. 

(a)  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops. 

'i'here  are  19  milk  shops  on  the  registeiy  80  inspections  being' 
made.  63  inspections  were  made  at  the  13  cowsheds  registered 
ic  the  district. 

'b)  Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

There  are  28  Factories  and  55  Workshops  in  the  District. 
A  total  of  176  inspections  was  made  to  these  premises. 

(c)  Bakehouses. 

'There  are  19  Bakehouses  within  the  District  none  of  which 
i.^  underground.  38  inspections  were  made,  but  no  contravention 
of  Regulations  was  found. 

(d)  Offensive  Trades. 

'Three  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  the  District,  viz.,  fish 
frying,  gut-scraping  and  tripe-boiling  respectively.  157 
iicspections  w^ere  made,  but  no  contravention  of  Regulations  was 
fc)und. 

(c)  Fried  Fish  Shops. 

During  1932  the  Minister  of  Health  confirmed  an  Order  of  the 
Local  Authoritv,  declaring  the  business  of  Fish  Frying  to  be  an 
(iffensive  trade.  The  Council  prepared  a  set  of  Bye-laws  to 
1  egulate  the  trade  w9nch  w'ci'e  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in‘l933. 

During  the  year  one  application  was  received  from  a  person 
desirous  c:)f  commencing  a  fish  frving  business.  'This  w’as 
g'ranted. 

At  the  end  ol  tlu^  year  the  business  was  being  evarried  on 
at  51  different  premises.  A  Register  of  premises  in  which  Fish 
T'rying  is  carried  on  has  been  compiled. 

(f)  Slaughterhouses. 

'I'here  are  12  licensed  slaughterhouses  and  a  public  abattoir 
m  the  Ii)istrict.  Many  of  these  are  unsatisfactory.  26.6  per  cent, 
of  all  animals  killed  in  your  district  were  slaughtered  in  the  Public 
Abattoir,  which  is  fully  utilized.  The  question  of  the  provision 
o;  a  New  Public  Abattoir  is  under  conskleration  bv  vour  Council. 
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Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  A)  Vans  and  Sheds  within 
the  area,  which  necessitated  14-0  Inspections  to  enforce  the 
byelaws. 

Common  Lodging  House. 

Fhere  is  one  registered  Common  Lodging  House  in  the 
<listrict  with  accommodation  for  1^0  lodgers.  It  is  situated  in 
Manley  Street  and  is  known  as  the  Assembly  Rooms.  The 
average  number  of  occupants  during  the  year  is  about  60.  The 
premises  are  well  kept  and  well  adapted  for  the  purpose.  There 
has  been  no  cause  for  complaint  or  a('tion  during  the  year. 

Schools. 

1  he  sanitary  condition  of  schools  is  fully  dealt  with  under 
the  report  on  School  Medical  Inspection  on  pages  15,  16  and  17. 
Schools  are  inspected  twice  a  year,  and  a  detailed  sanitary  survey 
is  made  on  each  occasion. 

The  Board  of  Education's  Memorandum  on  Closure  of  and 
Exclusion  from  School  has  been  closely  followed  in  dealing  with 
infectious  disease.  No'  closure  has  been  advised  during  the  year 
by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

RAC  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  and  1928. 

d'here  are  no  premises  in  the  District  in  which  Rag  Flock 
is  manufactured,  used  or  sold. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

Knowledge  is  disseminated  by  Health  Education  Lectures, 
by  Articles  specially  contributed  to  the  Local  Press,  and  by  Talks 
at  the  various  County  Council  Clinics. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  also  been  called  upon  by 

Works  Managers  to  advise  on  matters  of  hygiene  and  prevention 

of  disease. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  bv  the  Stalf  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  to  create  and  foster  a  sanitary  conscience  in  the 
Ceneral  Public,  and  to  emphasise  the  necessity  for  personal 
('ontribution  to  community  health.

From  the  above  figures  supplied  W  tfie  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  it  will  be  seen  that  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the 
provision  of  houses  by  your  Council  and  by  private  enterprise. 
At  the  same  time,  the  published  census  statistics  which  were 
incorporated  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1932  suggest  the  need  for 
the  further  provision  of  new  housing  in  this  area  at  suitable  rents, 
in  order  to  relieve  the  existing  congestion,  and  to  satisfv  the  needs 
of  the  continued  increase  of  the  population. 


Unfit  Housing. 

The  Council  proceeded  during  the  year  to  provide  rehousing 
a('Commodation  for  the  families  who  were  about  to  be  displaced 
bv  demolition  in  the  South  Ward.  A  contract  has  been  entered 
into  for  the  erection  of  12  houses.  These  v/ere  not  completed  at 
the  end  of  the  vear.  In  addition.  Demolition  Orders  were  made 
and  carried  out  in  respect  to  10  houses  in  the  Central  Ward. 
No  rehousing  under  the  1930  Act  was  necessary  in  these  cases, 
the  tenants  finding  accommodation  in  privately  owned  or  in  Council 
houses  built  under  the  previous  Housing  Acts.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

I'hc  pr(,)(liict ion  ol  milk  within  llic  Urban  Aroa,  show  s  a  slight 
increase  over  the  previous  year.  At  the  end  ol  Ih'Ul  the  number 
lU  milk  producers  ^\.as  Id  and  the  number  ol  milk  cows  101 
against  hb  tor  ihe  previous  }ear.  'This  gives  an  average  of  7.70 
cows  per  prorlucer. 

The  staff  of  the  Health  Department  made  02  inspections  of 
ih(  Cowsheds  in  the  Urban  District.  22  contraventions  of  the 
re  gulations  were  found  ;  the  cliief  faults  w^ere  dirty  llanks  and 
udders  of  cows  ;  impaired  or  insufficient  lighting,  failure  to  lime- 
waslg  and  dirty  floors. 

The  undermentioned  samples  of  milk  were  sent  to  the 
I  niversit}  of  Shelfield  for  bacteriological  and  biological  examina¬ 
tion.  All  samples  were  packed  in  ice  and  delivered  to  the 
Lmiversitv  on  the  day  thev  were  collected  from  the  milk  Dealers. 
Most  of  the  samples  w’ere  taken  from  retailers  wdio  obtain  their 
supplies  from  sources  outside  the  Urban  District.  The  samples 
ol  graded  milk  sent  w^ere  selected  at  random  fiom  the  retailers 
and  delivered  to  the  bacteriologist  in  the  sealed  bottles  as  supplied 
lo  the  Public.

The  results  of  the  bacteriological  examinations  are  given  in 
Table  21. 

Of  the  -O  samples  sent,  four  were  found  to  show  definite 
e\idence  of  lAiberculosis.  The  County  Council  w^ere  notified 
iiiiiTiediatelv  the  results  were  known.  'They  instructed  their 
\'eterinar\-  01fi('er  to  inspect  the  cows  at  the  farms  of  the 
producers  concerned.  This  resulted  in  the  location  of  5  cows 
with  tuberculous  affections  of  the  lalders  at  the  premises  of  the 
4  producers.  These  cows  were  slaughtered  and  the  results  of 
lhe  biological  examination  and  the  diagnosis  of  the  ATterinary 
Surgeon  was  confirmed. 

No  proceedings  have  been  taken  during  1933  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Act. 

Veterinary  Inspection  of  Milk  Cows. 

During  the  vear  four  Veterinary  Inspections  of  the  milch 
('(wvs  in  the  district  were  carried  out  bv  the  County  Council 
Inspector.  The  total  number  of  cows  examined  at  these 
inspections  was  368,  an  increase  of  15  over  last  year’s  figure.

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Oil  no  occasion  were  any  of  the  animals  found  to  be  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  or  other  affections  of  the  Udder. 

'There  were  three  instances  of  suspected  cows  reported  by  the 
owners  under  tlie  'Tuberculosis  Order.  'These  were  examined  by 
thj  Veterinary  Inspector,  who  confirmed  the  suspicion  of  the 
owner.  'The  animals  were  ordered  to  be  slaughtered.  Idie  post¬ 
mortem  examination  showed  one  to  be  in  an  advanced  and  twO' 
in  a  not  advanced  stage  of  Tuberculosis. 

'Through  the  courtesy  of  the  County  Council  copies  of  the 
X'eterinary  Inspector’s  reports  are  forwarded  to  the  Urban  Council 
foi'  their  information.  Valuable  co-operation  has  again  been 
received  from  the  County  Council’s  Veterinary  Inspector. 


rvUfk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

During  the  year  the  Council  granted  five  Licences  under  the 
above  Order.  Three  wera  dealers  Licences  in  respect  to  the  sale 
o"^  Grade  ‘A’,  one  was  a  dealers  and  bottling  Licence  in  respect 
to  the  salj  of  Grade  A  (T.T.)  Milk,  and  one  was  a  Licence  to 
pasteurise  raw  milk. 

b)  IVieat  and  other  Foods. 

A  total  of  13,741  animals  wias  slaughtered  for  food  in  the 
District  during  1933,  against  12,726  in  the  previous  year.  12,774, 
Or  93  per  cent.,  of  ihe  total  carcases  were  examined  by  the 
Srmitarv  Inspectors.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
Council’s  Abattoir  was  3,657^  or  26  per  cent,  of  the  total 
slaughtered  in  the  town. 

The  number  of  meat  inspections  carried  out  was  2,577, 
against  2,474  in  1932. 

Public  Health  Meat  Regulations,  1924. 

'Th  '  Butcher  and  Fish  Stalls  in  the  Public  Market  are 
regularlv  inspected  on  Fridav  and  Saturday  each  week  for  the 
purpose  of  enforcing  these  Regulations  and  also  for  the  detection 
of  “  unfit”  food.  Periodic  visits  are  also  paid  to  the  Butchers’ 
Shops  and  food-preparing  premises  in  the  district.  It  Is  pleasing' 
to  note  that  many  of  the  Butchers’  Shops  have  their  own 
refrigerators  installed  and  that  the  meat  exposed  is  protected  from 
('ontaminatlon  by  dust  and  dirt  bv  closed  windows. 

Diseased  and  Other  Unsound  Meat. 

'The  total  quantity  of  unfit  meat  surrendered  after  inspection 
was  9,608  pounds,  an  Iiau'ease  of  2,594  pounds  on  the  amount 
surrendered  in  1932. 

'The  various  causes  of  unfitness  are  detaPed  in  'Table  23. 
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Adulteration,  etc. 

Vour  Council  is  not  a  Food  and  Drug's  Anthonty,  action 
innlta-  the  various  Acts  and  Regulations  being  undertaken  by  the 
C'ountv  Council. 

'I'he  Superintendent  of  Police  states  that  a  total  of  t?-')!  samples 
w'as  taken  in  the  District  during  193-1,  >and  submitte<l  to  analysis. 
Details  of  the  .>amples  and  findings  are  given  in  d'able  24.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

I'he  prevalence  of  Infectious  Diseases  diminished  during 
I9.').3.  A  total  of  21)1  notifications  of  infectious  disease  w'as 
i'ei'eived,  against  853  during  1932. 

In  addition  to  these  a  further  272  including  43  Observation 
cases  wxTe  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  by 
parents  or  others,  bringing  the  total  known  number  of  cases  of 
inlectious  disease  to  533. 

Statistics  relating  to  notifications  by  Aledical  Practitioners 
lor  19.3'3  (and  preceding'  years)  are  given  ha  Table  27. 

I'he  monthly  distribution  of  all  known  cases  occurring  in 
the  district  during  the  year  is  given  in  Table  29.  4'able  30  gives 
details  of  the  number  of  visits  paid  bv  the  Infectious  Diseases 
X  Lirse. 

4'he  seven  principal  Zymotic  diseases,  viz.,  Smallpox, 
Measles,  Whiooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diarrhoea, 
aiul  hTver  (including  4'yphus,  Enteric  and  4'yphoid)  accounted 
loi  ()  deaths.  4'h,c  Zymotic  death  rate  was  0.17  per  1,000  of  the 
population . 

Chickenpox. 

I'he  pi'evaleiK'j  of  this  disease  diminished  in  1933  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  vear.  220  cases  came  to  the  notice  ol 
the  Public  Health  ri)epartment.  4  he  majoritv  occurred  during' 
the  period  of  Ala}’  to  July.  This  disease  is  not  now  in  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases  in  the  Area. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis. 

'Two  notifications  were  received.  The  patients  w’ere  removed 
to  Brumb^  Isolation  Hospital,  responded  satisfactoril\-  to  intensive 
treatment  bv  anti  meningococcal  serum  treatment,  and  made  a 
good  recovery. 


Diphtheria. 

14  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  1933,  against  16  in 
1932. 

2  of  the  cases  occurred  in  children  under  15  years  of  age, 
rnp  12  in  persons  between  15  and  65  years.  There  was  1  death. 

cases  were  removed  to-  Hospital,  the  remainder  being  nursed 
at  home. 

147  swabs  were  sent  to  the  Health  Office  by  Medical 
Practitioners  for  culture  and  bacteriological  examination,  and  in 
9  Diphtheria  bacilli  were  found. 

Phials  of  Antitoxin  are  kept  at  the  Health  Office  for 
Diphtheria  patients  and  during  the  year  39  issues  were  made. 

Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  occurred  during  1933. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

No  cases  occurred  during  1933. 

Erysipelas. 

26  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified,  against  28  in  1931.

Influenza. 

An  epidemic  of  Influenza  of  a  mild  character  afl'ecte<l  the 
district  during  the  first  four  m.onths  of  the  year.  At  ffie  height 
of  the  outbreak  the  average  attendance  at  a  number  of  the 
elementary  schools  was  considerably  diminished,  but  it  was  not 
found  necessary  to  closj  anv  of  these  schools.  Considerable 
inconvenience  was  caused  to  many  adults  who  were  prevented 
through  illness  from  attending  their  business  premises  and  the 
local  Works.  During  the  epidemic  period  articles  dealing  with 
the.  cause  and  prevention  of  Influenza  were  published  in  the  local 
Press. 

Measles  and  German  Measles. 

The  prevalence  of  Measles  was  very  low  in  1933,  there  being 
only  16  cases  notified. 

In  all  40  visits  were  paid  by  the  Infectious  Diseases  Nurse 
and  it  is  probable  that  the  supervision  and  care  exercised  may 
have  had  some  effect  in  checking  the  spread  of  these  diseases. 

Malaria. 

No  cases  of  Malaria  were  notified. 

Mumps. 

No  cases  of  Mumps  were  notified. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

3  cases  were  notified  by  Medical  Practitioners.  On^.  ot  these 
cases  occurred  in  the  Maternity  Home.  2  cases  were  visited 
daily  by  the  Infectious  Diseases  Nurse  who  carried  out  the 
necessary  treatment.

55  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  in  193-3,  agsdnst  41  in 
1932.  4'he  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever,  however,  has  mintinued 
at  a  low  level,  as  showm  by  the  lig^ures  ot  previous  vears,  viz., 
28  in  1931,  229  in  1930,  388  in  1929,  219  in  1928,  175  in  1927, 
and  67  in  1926.  Of  the  55  cases,  45  were  removed  to  Hospital.

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Laboratory  Work  (Examination  of  Specimens). 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  is  carried  out  in  the  Labor ator} 
of  the  Urban  District  Council  for  the  Medical  Practitioners, 
Clinics  and  Hospitals  in  this  area.  184  such  examinatienrs  were 
carried  out  in  1933.  Material  such  as  specimens  of  blood  or

Disinfection  and  insect  Pest  Destruction.

A  general  descripion  of  the  methods  in  use  was  given  in  the 
1931  Report.  The  same  procedure  and  methods  haA^e  been  in 
use  during  the  year  under  review. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  are  the  Authority  for  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  this  Act.  Infestations  within  the  Urban  District  are 
reported  to  the  County  Council.  They  instruct  the  local  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Police  to  investigate  with  a  view  to  securing  that  all 
necessary  and  practicable  steps  are  taken  for  the  destruction  of 
Rats  and  Mice.
